• if there is any trouble — disconnect the unit from the telephone line and 
connect a l^own working phone. If the known working phone operates properly, 
have your unit repaired by one of the authorized Panasonic Factory Service 
Centers. If the known working phone does not operate properly, consult with your 
telephone company.
